When Edward, Prince of Wales—eager, bright 
eyed, smiling and sincere—arrived in Canada in 
August, and when he voiced his great admiration of 
the wonderful achievements of Canadians, on the 
fields of battle and at home, once again we were 
thrilled with joyous pride.

Striking, and beautiful in design, this flag will form 
not only am unique memento of Victory Year, but a 
lasting and outstanding souvenir of the visit of His 
Royal Highness—a visit which will remain as one of 
the most memorable events in Canada’s history. 

The reproduction above shows the design of the 
flag. The body is white, the edge red; in the upper 
left hand corner is the Union Jack, and in the lower 
right hand corner the Prince of Wales’ Coat of Arms.

Alex. Moore, the U.F.A. political 
organization candidate in the Cochrane 
riding, at a crowded meeting in Cochrane 
town Wednesday night, after ascending 
the platform, where Premier Charles 
Stewart and Hon. Duncan Marshall 
were holding forth, declined to make a 
speech or any statement of his platform. 
The large crowd, which contained a 
goodly number of Mr. Moore’s support- 
‘ers, judging from the applause which 
greeted him when he first appeared, 
were most evidently disappointed at the 
candidate’s failure to speak, although 
he promised that he would hold a 
meeting of his own in Cochrane “in a 

- few days.” 
~ The reason that Mr. Moore gave for 
refusing to join his political opponents 
in debate was that as he was to be 
> allowed only twenty minutes, and as 
Duncan MarshgJl would speak after 
him, the mini of agriculture would 
make him a “chopping block.” 

Moore’s refusal to speak was an 
amusing interlude between one of the 
best speeches Premier Stewart’ ever 
delivered on the hustings in Alberta, 
and an excellent speech by Hon. Duncan 
Marshall. The chief points made by 
Mr. Stewart were that responsible 
government must be carried on by 
parties, no matter what name they 
may be designated by; that as a party 
leader, he conceded the right of* any 
man in his party who felt that the leader 
was going astray to vote against the 
leader, and he therefore conceded this 
‘liberty to Mr. E. V. Thompson, the 
Liberal party candidate in the Cochrane 
‘riding; and that he fully conceded the 
right of any organization to run another 
candidate in the. riding, but that “no 
class can make a success as a class in 
trying to run the government.” 

This latter point was touched on 
by Mr. Moore when he went to the 
platform at the invitation of the chair- 
man, D. P. McDonald. After Mr. 
Moore had made his statement that 
he would not be made a “chopping 
block” for the minister of agriculture, 
and complained that twenty minutes 
was not long enough to make a speech, 
Mr, Marshall, who was sitting to one 
side of the hall, retorted: 

“There’s plenty of time.- Take an 
hour. Take all night.”

The premier dwelt briefly on the 
necessity of party government, the 
difficulty of carrying on a government 
with factional elements in parties, and 
declared: ‘I want you to send a man 
who will support me and the government 
I represent.” 

r. Stewart, in his address, also 
spoke of his agricultural experience, 
saying that he knew no other business. 
He dwelt at considerable length on the 
necessity of getting more population 
into the west to develop the resources 
of Canada in order to carry the huge 
war debt, but emphasized the point 
that it must be the right kind of. popula- 
tion. While not overioking the oppor- 
tunities for the bringing in of the 
industries, still agriculture was the basic 
industry of the province. 

Marshall Makes Address 

Hon. Mr. Marshall delivered one of 
his characteristic addresses, dealing 
largely with the subject of the develop- 
ment of the agricultural industry in 
Alberta under the present government. 
Referring to efforts on behalf of the 
soldiers, he pointed out that the de- 
partment of agriculture was turning 
over one entire provincial agricultural 
school for the training of soldiers and 
their wives. He went .into detail on 
the aid afforded farmers by the Farm 
Machinery Act, the Hail Insurance Act, 
the abolition of the bonus system in 
creameries, and the establishment in- 
stead of the present excellent system of 
grading and marketing of dairy products, 
and the rapidly increasing number of 
agricultural schools throughout the 
province under the government system 
of bringing the schools to the boys 
and girls of Alberta. He said that the 

vernment held before it the eventual 
ideal of sufficient agricultural schools to 
put one within fifty miles of every farm 
prl and boy in the province. Incidentally 
e said that the opposition had never 
challenged by a division in the legisla- 
ture any money vote for the department 
of agriculture’s development policies. 

Premier Stewart closed the meeting 
with a brief appeal on behalf of the 
Victory Loan. The audience sang the 
national anthem and dispersed, after

farmers that the moment we get back 
to normal production and the depletion 
caused by the war is repleted you are 
not going to get the price for your 
wheat and your cattle that you Lave 
been getting; neither will labor get what 
it has been getting, and this is part of 
the problem that we will have to face. 
But we must become accustomed to 
the fact that labor is not going to be 
satisfied in the future with the re- 
muneration it has received in the past. 


Powerful Competitors 


Mr. Stewart cautioned his audience 
that powerful competitors of Canada 
are ready to grasp for her export trade, 
pointing out that Germany was un- 
touched from an industrial standpoint, 
with all her factories intact. He said 
that the new Japan also was a factor 
to be reckoned with and predicted that 
what is oceurring in Ontario where 
capital and industries are’ removing 
to Quebec, where they have a better 
control of the labor market, is due to 
occur also in the case of Japan. 

Mr. Stewart went into the record 
of his government on legislation for 
the farmers, giving his experience as 
the manager of a farmers’ co-operative 
elevator for two years as the foundation 
of his sympathetic attitude towards 
the farmers when they came seeking 
government aid for the establishment of 
such elevators throughout the province. 
That assistance had been extended up 
to 75 per cent. of the cost of these eleva- 
tors. 

The premier again gave credit to 
the United Farmers of Alberta for 
the helpful suggestions made to the 
government on legislation by means 
of resolutions worked out at their 


“We welcome and encourage, and 
will continue to encourage the or- 
ganization of different classes of people, 
and will co-operate and discuss their 
problems with them,” said Premier 
Charles Stewart, speaking of his govern- 


ment, to a large audience in the Odd- 
fellows hall at Crossfield, Thursday 
night. Mr Stewart was appearing on 
behalf of E. V. Thompson, the Liberal 
candidate in Cochrane riding, who is 
being Hutton by Alex. Moore, U.F.A., 
olitical candidate. Mr. Thompson 
imself spoke at the meeting, and also 
Hon, Duncan Marshall, minister of 
agriculture. 

The premier, in the remark quoted 
above, was pointing out that as leader 
of the government, he welcomed or- 
ganization of different classes to deal 
with their culiar problems. Later 
on he said that there were two candi- 
dates in the riding, ‘‘one of them the 
candidate of the organized farmers, 
who, if elected, will sit upon the inde- 
pendent benches. I have no quarrel 
with him,” continued the premier. 
“That is his right; but under the British 
system of government, as leader of my 
party, I have just as much right to 
claim that I am the representative of 
the farmers and of their interests.” 

This assertion of the premier was 
redicated upon a detailed account 
e had just given of the great volume 
of advanced legislation enacted in the 
interests of the farmers by his govern- 
ment. In concluding his remarks on 
this subject, Mr. Stewart said that he 
wanted the support of men like Mr. 
Thompson, who. is a farmer _hiinself 
and a representative of the farmers’ 
interests just as much as Mr. Moore. 

rges Straight Party 

‘You can’t have a strong govern- 
ment,’’ he said, “composed of groups of 
classes. This is happening in various 
provinces today, and to a certain extent 
in the federal government, and it is 
an element of weakness. If you believe 
that the provincial government 
unfailingly supported the interests of* 
the farmers, then support Mr. Thomp- 
son. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Capt. N. J. Wagle, who presented Dr. 
D. W. Whillan as chairman. The 
latter, with a few preliminary remarks 
introduced Mr. Thompson, the Liberal 
candidate, who spoke briefly on his 
record as a farmer. 

- Mr. Thompson's Record 

“In 1901,” he said, “I took up a 
homestead on Dog Pond creek, and 
I worked it for eighteen years and 
did well. All I have I made right 
here, in this district, and let me tell 
you, it is a good one. I’m a Liberal, 
and I will support Mr. Stewart’s govern- 
ment because I believe it is the best 
government we ever had.’’ The chair- 
man then introduced Mr. Stewart, who 
said that everyone regretted the necessi- 
ty of the bye-election on account of 
the death of Mr. Fisher, who had been 
a personal friend of his since 1909, when 
he first went to the legislature, After 
paying a high tribute to the late speaker's 
qualities, Mr. Stewart went on to deal 
with the record of his government. 

Stewart's Arguments 

“After years of public life,’”’ he said, 
“T am pepareg to say that on the 
statute of this province there is 
more democratic legislation than in 
any other province in Canada and this 
is largely due to the efforts of the 
farmer members of the legislature. I 
can say this without decrying the 
efforts of the other members.” 

Mr. Stewart, pointing to his record 
as the first minister of municipal 
affairs, said that he had constantly 
fought the natural tendency to ‘‘over- 

overnment”’ and its consequent expense.

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CLASS GOVERNMENT 


The Herald has no confidence in 
class domination in government, no 
matter what class it may be, Class 
domination wherever it appears, is 
opposed to community interest and 
welfare, and for that reason should 
be combatted on principle’ The rights 
of the minority are entitled to considera- 
tion quite as much as are the rights of 
the majority, but should government be 
in the hands of a majority class it would 
be expecting more than is possible 
from human nature to believe that 
where minority rights conflict with 
majority desires they would receive 
the consideration due them.

Exported

A ‘Health Town” 


Expectations of Those in Charge of 
Plan Fully Realized - 

It is three years since the Metro- 
politan Insurance Company of New 
York gave the Natiorial Tuberculosis 
Society of the United States $100,000 
to establish a “health town” for the 
purpose of experimenting in the sav- 
ing of life, The purpose was “to show 
that unnecessary sickness and death,! 
particularly © tuberculosis, can ¢| 
eliminated by medical and nursing 
care, personal hygiene, and adequate 
health administration,” To assist the 
experiment, the town of Framingham, 
Mass, which was chosen by the so- 
ciety, raised its own expenditure on 
health administration from 39 cents 
to $1 for cach inhabitant, 

The more recent results of the 
Framingham cffort have been made 
public, and they show that the expec- 
tations of those in charge of the plan 
have been fully realized, Before the 
experiment commenced, 121 persons 
in a town of 16,000 died of tubercu- 
losis in the year, Vor the three years 
of the test the nuniber of deaths was 
99,79 and 76 respectively. The 
death rate among infants has also 
been greatly reduced. No new meth- 
ods were used in Framingham, Any 
town could do the same thing. Any 
calculation on the value of human 
life would show that it would pay.— 
Ottawa Journal,
